To  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Croydon,  in  the  County  of  Sullivan,  qualified  to 
vote  in  Town  Affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in  said  Town  on  Tuesday  the 
12th  of  March  next  at  11:00  o'clock  in  the  forenoon,  (polls  not  to  close  earlier 
than  7:00  o'clock  in  the  afternoon),  to  act  upon  Article  One;  and  to  meet  at  said 
Town  Hall  on  Saturday  the  16th  of  March  next  at  1:00  o'clock  to  act  upon  the 
remaining  warrant  Articles: 

ARTICLE  1.  To  choose  one  Selectman  for  three  years,  one  Town  Clerk/Tax 
Collector  for  three  years,  one  Library  Trustee  for  three  years,  one  Trustee  of  the 
Trust  Funds  for  three  years,  one  Trustee  of  the  Trust  Funds  for  one  year,  two 
Auditors  for  one  year,  and  all  such  officers  and  agents  as  may  be  necessary  for  the 
transaction  of  Town's  business  for  the  ensuing  year. 

ARTICLE  2,  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$173,1 15  for  general  town  operations.

ARTICLE  3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to 
hire  all  necessary  sums  of  money  for  use  during  the  year  in  anticipation  of  Taxes. 
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ARTIQ.E  4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to 
apply  for,  receive  and  expend  federal  and  state  grants  which  may  become  available 
during  the  course  of  the  year,  in  accordance  with  RSA  31:95-b,  and  also  to  accept 
and  expend  money  from  any  other  governmental  unit  or  private  source  to  be  used 
for  purposes  for  which  the  town  may  legally  appropriate  money. 

ARTICLE  5.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  for  the  Croydon  Police  Department. 

ARTICLE  6.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  for  the  Croydon  Volunteer  Fire  Department. 

ARTICLE  7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to 
enter  into  a  lease  agreement  for  the  purpose  of  leasing  a  backhoe/loader  for  the 
Highway  Department,  and  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $8,775  (eight 
thousand  seven  hundred  seventy-five  dollars)  for  that  purpose. 

ARTICLE  8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$10,000  (ten  thousand  dollars)  for  the  purpose  of  paying  toward  the  New  Highway 
Garage  Note. 

ARTICLE  9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  direct  the  Trustees  of  the  Trust  Fund 
to  entitle  the  present  Capital  Reserve  Fund  "New  Equipment"  to  read  Capital 
Reserve  Fund  "Highway  Department  Equipment"  and  establish  said  account  in 
1991. 

ARTICLE  10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$10,000  (ten  thousand  dollars)  for  the  Capital  Reserve  Fund  for  Highway 
Department  Equipment. 

ARTICLE  11.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  for  the  support  of  the  Newport  Senior  Citizens,  Inc. 

ARTICLE  12.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  for  the  purpose  of  an  official  outside  Town  Audit. 

ARTICLE  13.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  to  construct  a  handicap  access  ramp  to  the  Town  Hall. 

ARTICLE  14.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen 
to  withdraw  from  the  Revenue  Sharing  Account  to  offset  the  expenditures  of  the 
General  Highway  Expense  Account  during  the  1991  calendar  year. 

ARTICLE  15.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  for  the  resurfacing  of  Pine  Hill  Road  and/or  Loverin  Hill  Road,  and  to 
authorize  the  Selectmen  to  withdraw  monies  from  the  Revenue  Sharing  Account  to 
offset  the  expenses  for  materials  purchased  for  the  project(s),  said  amount  to  be  no 
more  than  $15,000  (fifteen  thousand  dollars). 
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ARTICLE  16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $27,000 
(twenty-seven  thousand  dollars)  to  purchase  a  one-ton  4x4  truck  with  accessories 
(i.e.,  Sander,  plow)  for  the  Highway  Department,  and  to  authorize  the  withdrawal  of 
$15,000  from  the  Capital  Reserve  Fund  for  Highway  Department  Equipment  to 
offset  said  appropriation. 

ARTICLE  17.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$2,000  (two  thousand  dollars)  to  update  the  Town's  Master  Plan,  and  to  authorize 
the  Croydon  Planning  Board  to  contract,  for  three  (3)  years  with  the  Upper 
Valley/Lake  Sunapee  Council  for  said  purpose,  total  cost  of  the  update  to  be  no 
more  than  $6,000  (six  thousand  dollars). 

ARTICLE  18.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  a  sum  of  money 
(approximately  $5,0(X)  (five  thousand  dollars)),  for  refurbishing  the  Town  Hall. 
Specifically  to  purchase  a  stove,  refrigerator,  update  plumbing,  paint  and  supplies, 
make  bathrooms  handicap  accessible,  purchase  curtain  material,  and  kitchen 
accessories.  (Submitted  by  petition)

meeting.

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TOWN   FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN  AND  STATE  FOREST  RANGER 

During  Calendar  Year  1990,  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  experienced  an  average 
number  of  wildfires.  The  three  leading  causes  of  these  wildfires  were  fires  kindled 
without  a  fire  permit  from  the  Forest  Fire  Warden,  permit  fires  that  escaped  control, 
and  rekindled  fires.  All  of  these  fires  are  preventable,  but  ONLY  with  your  help. 

Please  help  your  town  and  state  forest  fire  officials  with  forest  fire  prevention.  New 
Hampshire  State  Law  (RS  A  224:27  IT)  requires  that,  "No  person,  firm  or  corporation 
shall  kindle  or  cause  to  be  kindled  any  fire  or  bum  or  cause  to  be  bumed  any  material 
in  the  open,  except  when  the  ground  is  covered  with  snow,  without  first  obtaining  a 
written  fire  permit  from  the  Forest  Fire  Warden  of  the  town  where  the  burning  is  to 
be  done." 

Violations  of  RSA  224:27  II  and  the  other  burning  laws  of  the  State  of  New 
Hampshire  are  misdemeanors  punishable  by  fines  of  up  to  $1,000  and/or  a  year  in 
jail  and  you  are  also  liable  for  all  fire  suppression  costs. 

The  State  of  New  Hampshire,  Division  of  Forest  and  Lands,  assisted  many  towns  in 
wildland  fire  suppression  during  1990,  including  a  262  acre  fire  in  Moultonboro  and 
several  fires  in  HooksetL 

In  1990,  the  New  Hampshire  Division  of  Forests  and  Lands  trained  844  local 
Wardens  and  Deputy  Wardens  in  the  Incident  Command  System  (ICS),  an  incident 
management  system  for  all  types  of  emergencies.  In  1991,  Wardens  will  be  trained 
in  the  use  of  Class  A  foam  in  wildfire  suppression.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BUILDING  OFFICIAL 


The  issuance  of  building  permits  in  Croydon  in  1990  declined  sharply  for  the 
second  year  in  a  row.  A  total  of  only  18  permits  was  issued,  a  drop  of  15  permits 
from  the  33  handed  out  in  1989.  In  1988,  the  peak  year,  43  permits  were  granted 
for  building  projects. 

During  the  two  years  from  1988  through  1989  I  issued  21  permits  for  the 
construction  of  new  homes.  This  category  plummeted  to  2  permits  last  year  and, 
interestingly,  both  permits  were  made  out  a  few  weeks  apart  in  September.  These 
two  permits  ended  a  fourteen  month  drought  since  I  last  issued  a  permit  in  1989  for 
a  housing  start. 

The  rest  of  1990  saw  the  following  projects  undertaken:  1  mobil  home  installed;  2 
garages;  2  bams;  2  additions  to  homes;  2  open  decks;  3  sheds;  2  additions  to  sheds; 
one  mobil  home  roof;  and,  finally,  one  car  port. 

1990  was  the  first  full  year  with  a  Zoning  Ordinance  guiding  town  growth.  The 
downturn  of  building  activity  last  year,  coupled  with  the  minimal  magnitude  of 
project  scope  (i.e.,  sheds,  decks,  etc.)  made  the  impact  of  this  Ordinance  less 
influential  than  it  might  otherwise  have  been.  However,  property  owners  with 
building  plans  should  be  thoroughly  familiar  with  these  guidelines.  The  size  and 
location  of  some  projects  could  be  directly  affected  by  such  regulations  as  setback 
distances  to  property  lines,  driveway  specifications,  road  frontage  requirements,  and 
the  amount  of  square  feet  one  can  expand  existing  buildings.  Additionally,  one 
should  know  that  a  variance  to  a  regulation  can  be  granted  by  the  Zoning  Board  of 
Adjustment  when  warranted  by  hardship  circumstances.  Knowledge  of  the  Zoning 
Ordinance  can  point  the  building  project  in  the  proper  direction  and  help  it  progress 
smoothly. 

In  addition  to  town  zoning  regulations,  many  larger  projects  will  be  required  to 
follow  statutes  set  forth  by  the  State  of  New  Hampshire.  The  Water  Supply  and 
Pollution  Control  Division  of  the  State  Department  of  Environmental  Services 
must  approve  a  septic  system  design  before  a  new  home  can  be  built  or  a  mobil 
home  installed.  Also,  ei«xtrically  wired-in  smoke  detectors  are  a  legal  requirement 
on  each  level  of  a  new  habitat. 

Finally,  this  is  my  last  yearly  report  as  your  Building  Official.  I  have  been  in  this 
position  for  nearly  eight  years  and,  simply,  the  time  has  come  to  pursue  new 
interests.  I  have  met  many  nice  people  seeking  permits  over  the  years  and,  for 
that,  I  am  thankful.

Croydon  Zoning  Board 
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REPORT   OF  NEWPORT   AMBULANCE   SERVICE 
Calendar   1990 


1990  was  a  turbulent  year  for  the  medical  community  in  and  around  Newport, 
punctuated  by  the  closure  of  Newport  Hospital  in  August.  As  a  result,  this 
department  has  been  placed  in  the  position  of  providing  more  in-depth  prehospital 
care,  for  longer  times  and  in  most  cases,  greater  distances. 

At  the  request  of  Newport's  Town  Manager  and  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  a  complete 
departmental  review  was  conducted  to  ensure  the  best  possible  care  for  aU  citizens 
served  by  Newport  Ambulance.  This  study  indicated  that  we  are  well  prepared  to 
handle  all  types  of  emergency  calls  with  no  adverse  affect  to  our  patients. 

The  ambulance  attendants  met  weekly  to  provide  a  report  to  the  community 
regarding  our  needs  and  capabilities.  Their  report  showed  that  we  are  providing  the 
best  care  possible  with  the  currently  available  resources.  It  also  highlighted  certain 
areas  where  we  could  improve  our  quality  of  care  with  the  acquisition  of  some 
additional  equipment  and  a  training  program  which  will  bring  more  of  our 
attendants  to  the  EMT-Intermediate  level.  We  are  pursuing  these  goals  through 
budget  requests,  private  donation  and  grant  applications.  We  anticipate  full 
realization  of  our  goals  in  the  next  12-18  months  with  as  little  impact  on  the  tax 
rate  as  possible.  At  the  time  of  this  writing,  we  have  received  a  $4,000  gift  from 
the  Newport  Service  Organization  and  we  have  applied  for  grant  funding  which,  if 
awarded,  will  cover  most  of  the  costs  associated  with  equipment  and  training 
upgrade. 

Newport  Ambulance  is  currendy  staffed  with  a  full  time  Paramedic,  two  EMT- 
Intermediates  and  nine  EMTs.  TTie  entire  staff  is  skilled  in  cardiac  defibrillation. 

In  calendar  1990,  the  department  responded  to  756  calls,  most  of  which  were 
emergencies.  There  were  30  responses  to  the  Town  of  Croydon,  compared  to  20 
calls  for  service  in  1989. 

The  Ambulance  department  wishes  to  thank  the  Town  of  Croydon  for  their 
continuing  support.

Educational  speaking  engagements  are  presc.  ted  throughout  the  country  to  inform 
individuals  about  our  program. 

There  is  no  fee  for  services  provided  by  Sullivan  County  Hospice.  As  a  non-profit 
organization  our  continuation  depends  on  community  support.

1990  was  a  year  of  change  and  growth  for  Lake  Sunapee  Home  Health  Care.  In 
February,  we  changed  our  name  to  Lake  Sunapee  Health  Care  and  affiliates.  Lake

ARTICLE  11.  Amount  of  monies  for  outside  Town  audit.  J.  Ballou  made  a 
motion  that  $1.00  to  be  appropriated  by  town  for  outside  audit/D.  Ballou.

ARTICLE  15.  Improve  portion  of  Old  Route  10,  so-called,  beginning  at  Route  10 
and  continuing  to  Grantham  Town  Line  and  what  sum  of  monies  for  said  purpose. 
This  article  was  passed  to  raise  and  appropriate  $9,600.  The  amount  of  this  sum  is 
from  an  agreement  made  by  Planning  Board  and  Lyme  Timber  Company  that  states 
Lyme  Timber  has  agreed  to  pay  two-thirds  of  an  estimate  accepted  by  the  Board. 
Lyme  Timber's  share  of  that  estimate  is  $19,162,  with  stipulations  stating  that 
this  must  be  done  within  two  years  of  letter  dated  June  6,  1988.  The  Town  has 
agreed  that  Board  of  Selectmen  should  request  an  extension  to  improve  this  road 
after  more  of  the  lots  adjoining  this  road  have  been  improved.  If  Town  is  not 
granted  this  request,  the  town  will  then  go  ahead  with  the  plans  to  improve  road 
not  to  exceed  the  total  of  $28,762.  (W.  BallouA-.  Cogswell) 

ARTICLE  16.  To  transact  any  other  business.  Brought  up  to  hold  business 
portion  of  Town  Meeting  for  next  year  on  a  Saturday  (P.  Maheu/D.  Bridgeo).  Was 
passed  in  the  affirmative.  Also  (H.  Newcomb/S.  Speer)  to  list  Town  Officials 
salaries  in  Town  Report.  Selectmen  agreed  to  take  this  into  consideration. 
Meeting  was  then  adjourned.

To  the  inhabitants  of  the  School  District,  in  the  Town  of  Croydon,  in  the  County 
of  Sullivan,  in  the  State  of  New  Hampshire,  qualified  to  vote  in  the  District 
affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in  said  District  on  the  16th  day 
of  March,  1991,  at  10:00  a.m.  to  act  upon  the  Articles  set  forth  in  this  Warrant 
not  covering  the  election  of  District  Officers.  Said  Officers  will  be  acted  upon  at 
Town  Meeting  on  the  12th  day  of  March,  1991  in  said  Town  Hall  at  11:00  a.m. 
with  voting  by  official  ballot  and  checklists,  and  the  polls  will  remain  open  for 
this  purpose  from  11:00  a.m.  until  at  least  7:00  p.m. 

ARTICLE  1.  To  choose  a  Moderator,  Clerk,  Auditor  and  Treasurer  for  the 
ensuing  year;  and  to  choose  a  member  of  the  School  Board  for  the  ensuing  three 
years. 

ARTICLE  2.  To  hear  reports  of  agents,  auditors,  committees,  or  officers 
chosen  and  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

ARTICLE  3.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  District  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  for  the  support  of  schools,  for  the  salaries  of  School  District  officials 
and  agents,  and  for  the  payments  of  statutory  obligations  of  the  district;  and  to 
authorize  the  appUcation  against  said  appropriation  of  such  sums  as  are  estimated 
to  be  received  from  State  sources  together  with  the  income;  the  School  Board  to 
certify  to  the  Selectmen  the  balance  between  the  revenue  and  appropriation  which 
balance  is  to  be  raised  by  taxes  by  the  Town.

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REPORT   OF   THE  SUPERINTENDENT 

TO  THE  CITIZENS  OF  THE  CROYDON  SCHOOL  DISTRICT: 

There  are  some  issues  that  I  want  to  discuss  with  you  in  my  annual  report  this  year 
that  have  to  do  with  future  student  enrollments  and  meeting  state  standards. 

For  the  past  two  years  I  have  done  enrollment  projections  using  a  statistical 
analysis  called  cohort  survival  ratios.  This  particular  method  is  based  on  what  has 
been  the  enrollment  pattern  for  the  past  five  years.  It  does  not  take  into 
consideration  an  increase  in  housing  starts  or  the  ups  and  downs  of  the  economy. 
It  is  only  useful,  if  the  next  five  years  turn  out  to  be  more  or  less  the  same  as  the 
previous  five  years.  I  have  been  using  the  same  process  to  project  enrollments  for 
Newport  and  Sunapee  for  the  past  nine  years.  Those  projections  have  turned  out  to 
be  acciu-ate  within  a  10%  range  of  error.  All  of  this  introductory  explanation  is  to 
help  you  assess  the  efficacy  of  the  enrollment  projections  that  I  show  below.

What  concerns  the  School  Board  and  me  is  the  year  1994  when  I  have  projected 
that  25  first  graders  will  enter  school,  bringing  the  total  enrollment  of  the  Village 
School  up  to  thirty-three.  The  reason  we  are  concerned  is  that  there  is  not  enough 
room  in  the  Village  School  for  that  many  students.  There  are  many  possible 
solutions  to  the  problem,  but  I  think  it  is  important  for  the  people  of  Croydon  to 
begin  to  think  about  how  they  would  direct  the  school  board  to  handle  the 
situation,  if  it  occurs.  We  have  several  years  to  plan  and  to  count  heads  to  verify 
the  enrollment  figures.  The  Croydon  School  Board  and  I  are  very  interested  in  your 
thoughts  and  ideas  on  this  topic. 

The  Elementary  Minimum  Standards  on  which  all  elementary  schools  are  evaluated 
and  approved  have  several  requirements  that  the  Croydon  Village  School  does  not 
meet.  Several  years  ago,  you  probably  remember,  there  were  discussions  about 
meeting  minimum  standards  for  the  school  library.  We  have  been  able  to  meet 
those  standards  by  the  purchase  of  books  and  other  educational  materials  for  the 
school  Ubrary,  and  by  employing  a  certified  school  librarian  on  a  part  time  basis. 
Because  we  do  not  have  certified  teachers  in  the  areas  of  art  and  physical  education, 
we  do  not  meet  the  minimum  standards.  In  addition,  the  standards  require  us  to 
employ  a  reading  specialist  to  oversee  our  language  arts  instruction  and  curriculum. 
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The  students  presently  receive  instruction  in  art  and  physical  education  and,  of 
course,  in  reading  and  language  arts.  I  am  in  the  process  of  discussing  with  the 
State  Department  of  Education  what  will  be  required  to  meet  all  the  elementary 
minimum  standards.  I  hope  to  be  able  to  convince  them  that  we,  in  fact,  already 
meet  the  standards;  but  my  guess  is  that  they  will  hold  the  Croydon  School  to  the 
same  requirements  as  any  elementary  school  in  New  Hampshire.  I  will  keep  you 
informed  of  this  situation  so  that  together  we  can  decide  how  we  want  to  handle  the 
situation.

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REPORT   OF  THE   SPECIAL   SERVICES   DIRECTOR 


The  beginning  of  the  1990-91  school  year  saw  SAU  #43  being  reorganized  to  deal 
with  the  loss  of  Kearsarge  Regional  School  District  to  SAU  #65.  A  special 
Services  Unit  was  created  to  be  responsible  for  Special  Education  and 
Supplemental  Services  such  as  Chapter  I  programs,  and  Federal  Programs  and 
Grants. 

Special  Education  programs  throughout  the  SAU  are  going  through  a  fundamental 
change  in  philosophy  and  focus  in  service  delivery.  These  changes  are  a  result  of 
new  Federal  laws  and  regulations,  and  reflect  the  thinking  of  parents  and  advocacy 
groups  for  the  handicapped. 

When  Special  Education  programs  first  started  in  New  Hampshire,  they  were 
largely  separate  classes  for  handicapped  children.  As  time  moved  on,  resource 
room  programs  were  created  that  pulled  students  out  of  classes  for  periods  of  time 
to  obtain  extra  assistance.  Other  specialists  to  work  with  handicapped  children 
were  hired,  and  these  folks  also  pulled  the  students  out  of  classes  to  give  them 
special  help  and  assistance.  For  many  handicapped  children,  their  day  consisted  of 
classes  filled  with  a  variety  of  interruptions. 

We  are  now  looking  at  ways  of  providing  Special  Education  services  to 
handicapped  children  that  will  maximize  their  chances  to  attend  classes  with  non- 
handicapped  children.  We  want  to  give  handicapped  children  normal  models  of 
language  and  social  behavior.  We  want  to  reduce  the  number  of  interruptions  in 
the  classroom  schedule  by  providing  services  within  the  context  of  regular  classes. 
In  order  to  bring  this  about,  regular  class  teachers  will  require  additional  support  in 
their  classrooms.  Regular  class  teachers  will  need  to  benefit  from  additional 
training  and  help  on  dealing  with  special  needs  children. 

In  the  Croydon  School  District,  we  are  beginning  to  move  in  these  new  directions. 
Special  students  are  being  serviced  in  regular  class  programs  more  and  more.  We 
are  seeing  good  effects  for  these  children.  This  year  we  have  seen  a  heavier  level  of 
cooperation  and  support  between  the  Croydon  Village  School  and  the  Pupil 
Personnel  Team  at  the  Richards  School  in  Newport.  The  Richards  School  folks 
are  functioning  as  professional  big  brothers  and  sisters  to  the  Croydon  Village 
School  by  providing  evaluation  services,  related  services  and  the  input  of  a  full 
staffing  team  as  the  needs  of  particular  students  are  being  considered. 

Our  Chapter  I  programs  work  with  students  who  need  just  a  bit  more  help  with 
reading  or  math  skills.  This  Federally  funded  program  makes  a  real  difference  to 
help  students  keep  up  with  their  classes  and  experience  success  in  reading  and 
math.  In  most  cases,  Croydon  students  are  not  involved  in  Chapter  I  programs 
until  they  move  on  to  Newport  classes.  The  Chapter  I  programs  are  interesting 
and  exciting  places  to  visit. 

Strangely  enough,  the  amount  of  Federal  funds  we  receive  to  operate  Chapter  I 
programs  is  related  to  the  number  of  children  who  receive  free  or  reduced  cost 
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school  lunches.  I  would  encourage  families  in  these  tough  economic  times  to 
apply  for  reduced  cost  or  free  school  lunch.  The  application  process  and  receipt  of 
the  lunch  is  kept  completely  private.  You  end  up  helping  your  children  twice  over 
as  well! 

Croydon  School  District  receives  the  services  of  dedicated  special  education  teachers 
and  aides  through  the  programs  of  Newport  School  District.  Special  education 
students  who  need  either  extra  assistance  or  course  work  geared  to  their  unique 
abilities  are  provided  with  appropriate  activities.  These  consulting  teachers, 
resource  room  teachers,  self  contained  classroom  teacher,  aides  and  related  service 
professionals  are  really  involved  in  the  efforts  of  special  education  students  to  be 
productive  and  successful.

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CROYDON   ANNUAL   SCHOOL   DISTRICT   MEETING   MINUTES 

Saturday,  MarchlT,  1990 


The  Moderator,  Willis  H.  Ballou,  Jr.,  called  the  meeting  to  order  at  10:05  a.m. 
School  Board  members  present  were  Jane  Chworowsky,  Jacquelyn  Rybicki  and 
Marilyn  Thorson. 

The  Moderator  read  the  warrant  and  then  opened  with  Article  2:  Reports  of 
Officers,  etc.  The  reports  of  committees  and  other  Officers,  as  printed  in  the  town 
report,  were  accepted  without  dissent. 

Article  3.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  District  will  raise  and  appropriate  for 
support  of  schools,  etc.  The  Moderator  suggested  the  meeting  might  wish  to  take 
this  up  by  line  item  and  the  motion  was  made  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  requested 
amount.  After  considerable  discussion,  the  amount  of  one  item  was  changed  to 
read.  School  Transportation  $5,494.00  instead  of  $5,220.  The  9%  increase  in  the 
Teacher's  salary  was  questioned  and  several  felt  it  was  too  much  of  an  increase.  A 
MOTION  BY  S.  SPEAR,  SECONDED  BY  JULES  PELLERIN  FOR  A  4% 
INCREASE  WAS  DENIED.  Gerald  Gross  noted  that  the  local  District  Officials 
had  not  received  a  salary  increase  for  several  years  and  MADE  THE  MOTION 
THAT  THEY  RECEIVE  A  9%  INCREASE  WHICH  WAS  SECONDED  BY 
DONNA  LESLIE.  Anne  Segal  estimated  that  $900.00  would  cover  this.  The 
District  then  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  a  total  of  $437,573.00  for  the  support 
of  the  schools. 

Article  4.  Capital  Reserve  for  Transportation.  Considering  the  fact  that  the  school 
bus  will  soon  need  to  be  replaced,  the  District  voted  to  place  ALL  the 
unencumbered  balance  of  the  June  30,  1989-90  budget  into  the  Capital  Reserve 
Fund  for  Transportation.  (H.  Newcomb/S.  Spear) 

Article  5.  Capital  Reserve  Fund  for  Special  Education.  (Jules  Pellerin/R.  Gross) 
They  failed  to  consider  this  article  since  there  would  not  be  any  balance  left  after 
Article  4. 

Article  6.  To  accept  money  from  any  source. 
Passed  without  dissent. 

Article  7.  Any  other  business 

Someone  asked  if  a  Committee  had  been  appointed  to  the  Area  Meeting.  Very  few 
were  familiar  with  the  necessity  of  the  Committee  or  the  meeting.  An  explanation 
was  reached  that  at  the  1989  School  District  Meeting,  under  Article  #10  "To  see  if 
the  District  will  vote  to  create  an  area  school  planning  committee,  consisting  of  3 
quahfied  voters  of  whom  at  least  one  shall  be  a  member  of  the  school  board  to  be 
appointed  by  the  Moderator."  The  District  was  advised  that  these  3  had  been 
appointed:  Janet  Pellerin,  Jacquelyn  Rybicki,  and  Spencer  Clay.  What  was 
accomplished  is  unknown. 
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A  request  was  made  that  next  year  (1991)  the  school  meeting  would  also  be  held  on 
a  Saturday.  School  Board  Member,  Jane  Chworowsky,  informed  them  that  by  law, 
the  School  Board  sets  the  time  and  date  of  the  meeting  but  the  will  of  the  People 
would  be  considered. 


The  meeting  was  adjourned  at  1 1:35  a.m.
